ESIDENT’S PEACE 
MOVE IN PART 


Passes Resolution Approving 
Request for Belligerents 
to State Terms. 


10 REPUBLICANS VOTE YES 


World Peace Guarantee Pro- 
posal Not Indorsed After 
Spirited Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—After three 
days of spirited debate touching inter- 
national relations of the United States, 
the Senate has adopted a _ resolution 
stating ‘‘that the Senate approves and 
strongly indorses the request by the 
President in the diplomatic notes of 
Dec. 18 to the nations now engaged in 
war, that those nations state the terms 
upon which peace might be discussed.” 

The resolution was approved last night 
hy a vote of 48 to 17, 10 Republicans 
joining the majority. It was offered by 
Senator Jones, Republican, as a substi- 
tute for the original resolution of Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, which Republican Sen- 
ators contended carried indorsement of 
the entire note. Senator Martine of 
New Jersey was the only Democrat to 
,ote in the negative. 

Discussion of the subject nad reached 
a climax during the day with a sensa- 
tiona]) declaration by Senator Lewis, 
chief spokesman for tne Democrats, re- 
plying to Repubiican criticism of the 
President's course. Without referring 
directly to the submarine controversy, 
the Senator said the United States could 
not keep out of tne war if it contin- 
ued, and that America would not again 
necept misconception of orders or Zeal 
of an officer as an excuse for an injury 
to a citizen or property. 

World Peace Clause Opposed. 

The chief objection urged avainst the 
criginai resolution offered by Senator 
Hitchcock was that it would indorse the 
President's offer to join in a movement 
to guarantee world peace and his dec- 
jaration of the interest of the United 
States in small nations. Progressive 
Republicans joined Senator Lodge and 
others in this contention. 

Senator Borah, attacking the Hitch- 
cock resolution, said that in his judg- 
ment the United States by approval of 
the President's note would bind itself in 
the future with European nations to 
protect the integrity and security of 
smaller European nations and that if 
this meant anything at all, it meant 
that the army and navy of this na- 
tion must be at the disposal of anv 
world combination the war's end might 
see to give this protection.

It 
now is believed the reply will not be 
made public before Monday. 

The Berlin newspapers, Lokal An- 
zeiger and Vossische Zeitung, as 
quoted by the Copenhagen  corres- 
pondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
Co., state that any peace terms of the 
central Powers which may have been 
placed in the hands of President Wil- 
son did not come from official 
sources; furthermore, the newspapers 
state, it is not the intention to give 
such terms to the President. Ger- 
many, they say, is ready to lay her 
terms on the table of a peace confer- 
ence, but will not make § President 
Wilson her fonfidant in any such 
manner as was indicated by the re- 
cent statement attributed to Count 
Julius Andrassy, former Hungarian 
Premier, and leader of the opposi- 
tion. 


Entente Reply to Peace Note to Rep- 
resent Views of} Japan. 

TOKIO, Jan. 6.—It is officially stated 
here that the allies’ reply to President 
Wilson’s note, to be shortly delivered 
through France, will represent the views 
of Japan, as well as those of the other 
entente Powers. According to the state- 
ment of officials the reply will not 
contain specific peace terms which are 
regarded as premature at this time.

DEMOCRACY TO BE 
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RULE, IF HE HEADS 
BML, SAYS DAVIS} 


Letter to Members Says He Be- 
lieves All Should Help Direct 
Affairs of League. 


CLOSE RACE WITH CURLEE 


Conservative Element Declared 
to Have Hampered Activities 
of Organization. 


J. Lionberger Davis, candidate {for 
president of the Business Men's League, 
today sent to members of the league a 
letter in which he charged the organiza- 
tion has been dominated by 2 small 
body of men who fear democracy 
believe progress can be made only by 
the concerted action of the few, and 
who have directed the league along 
lines which they believed were f9r the 
best interests of themselves ani the 
city. The election will be held Jan. 16. 

Davis declared his platform was that 
the league should be controlled by al. of 
its members for the benefit of the whola 
community and not by a few for their 
private advantage. 

The contest between Davis, who de- 
clares he is the candidate of the pro- 
gressive element of the league, and J. 
R. Curlee, vice president of the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co., who, he says, is backed 
by the reactionaries, has become spirit- 
ed. Both Davis and Curlee are/support- 
ed by strong factions of the organization 
and members say it is impossible, at 
this time, to determine who will be the 
winner. 

Feared Too Much Democracy. 

There never before has been a contest 
over the election cf a president of the 
leatue, the recommendations of the 
Nominating Committee always having 
been accepted. Davis, who is vice pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Union Bank, and 
also a lawyer, has been active in civic 

work for several years. After he was 
chosen by three of the four members 
of the Nominating Committee, Curlee 
was named by petition of members who 
feared Davis might inject too much 
civic and democracy into the organiza- 
tion. 

In his letter today Davis states that 
for several years many members have 
believed the league should increase its 
membership, widen the scope of its ac- 
tivities, reduce its dues and that the in- 
terest of every member should . be 
aroused t> united effort on industrial 
and commercial problems of the city. 
To arouse such interest, he declared, it 
was necessary to give each member a 
voice in deciding its policies. He assert- 
«di that St. Louis has not been progress- 
ing in a business way as rapidly as 
some of its aggressive rivals. 

“Within the league,’ the letter con- 
tinues, ‘there has been a group cf those 
who fear democracy; who feel that 
rrogress can be made only by the con- 
certed action of the few, and who have 
largely controlled and dominated the 
policies of the league for the last few 
years along lines which they believed 
were for the best interests of them- 
selves and of the city. 


What Other Cities Have Done. 

‘Their policies have been reactionary. 
They have fought every effort to 
democratize the League and many ef- 
forts on the part of other members of 
the league to co-operate with other 
groups of the city in matters affecting 
the general prosperity of the commun- 
ity. A large group of members felt 
that such a policy was a mistake. They 
knew what other cities were accomplish- 
ing through their Chambers of Com- 
merce. They felt that the League should 
become more democratic, more aggres- 
sive, and that its machinery should be 
perfected. 

Davis then sets forth the principal 
planks of his platform, which are that 
the League should be controlled by all 
of its members for the benefit of the 
entire community, and not by the few 
for their own benefit; that the League 
should co-operate with public officials 
and other groups to promote industrial 
and commercial growth; that more at- 
tention should be paid to permanent im- 
riovements, and that every member of 
the Teague should be advised of its 
activities and receive a financial state- 
ment showing how its money is ex- 
pended. 

No Power to Name Secretary. 

With reference to the report in cir- 
that Davis, if elected presi-

culation 


retary’ of the Civic League, to succeed 
William Flewellyn Saunders as secre- 
tary and manager of the Business Men's 
League, Davis stated in the letter that 
as president he would have no power 
to make such appointments, as all ap- 
pointments are made by the Executive 
Committee. In this matter, he said, 
he believed that the policies and ma- 
chinery of the league should be con- 
trolled by its own members, and that 
there should be no dictation by anv 
man or small group of members. 

The main issue in the contest, Davis 
asserts, is: ‘‘Shall the league be con- 
trolled by its members and not by a 
few”? All legislative powers are in the 
Executive Committee and important 
matters of policy should be referred to 
the whole membership.”

Stone was sent to the hospital and 
the wineroom was raided.

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| A JOBLESS FOLDER AND OTHERS. 

There was a fight over the question o* appoint- 
ing a folder for the House of Representatives at 
jefferson City. The pro-folder forces won. 

The argument in favor of the appointment of a 
folder was irresistible. There is nothing for an 
official folder to do except draw pay. The fold- 
er’s job was abolished years ago when the type- 
writer took the place of the pen in drafting bills. 
But the folder’s office and pay have never ceased. 
The folder gets $4 a day and that is the reason 
for the existence of the folder’s jobless office. 

The official-folder with $4 a day pay and no 
job is a symbol of the payroll of the State Legis- 
lature. It is typical of the ‘‘jobs’’ provided for 
many of the employes of the Legislature. 

The employes of the Senate and House are 
not provided because they are needed by the Legis- 
lators to do the work for which they were elected. 
The list is not graded according to needs, but 
according to wants. The legislators want patron- 
age. They want places sons, daughters, 
nephews, nieces, supporters and relatives of sup- 
porters. Therefore, the State Treasury is bur- 
dened with the pay of useless employes. 

The “spoils” in the force of employes is indi- 
cated by the apportionment of appointments. In 
the Senate each Democratic Senator names five 
clerks and one stenographer; each Republican 
Senator names one stenographer. In the House 
each Democratic Representative names one clerk 
and the Democrats name the lion’s share of 12 
stenographers, 12 pages and 39 other employes. 
In both branches of the Legislature about 335 
employes were provided at the beginning. This in 
previous years has been only a beginning. Addi- 
tions have been made when spoils hunger prompt- 
ed and the eyes of the people were diverted to 
other things. 

The State is bankrupt. The Treasury 
deficit of a million and a half. The principal la- 
bor of the Legislature is to proyide revenue by 
taxing the people to meet the deficit and supply 
the needs of the State.

Indorsement of the peace note became an issue 
in the Senate without the request or desire of the 
President. but has given rise to discussions illumi- 
nating party motives. 

Senator Lodge's denunciations of Mr. Wilson’s 
course represents much more than a personal po- 
sition. He was supported by Floor Leader Gal- 
linger of his party, Senator Borah and others. 
The rest of the Republican Senators were suffi- 
ciently,in sympathy with what he was doing to co- 
operate in the three days of obstruction to the 
resolution of indorsement. Sixteen Republicans 
voted against the resolution even in its amended 
form. 

Therefore, it is pertinent to note the basic 
reasons Mr. Lodge himself gives for his opposition. 
It is because, as he says, the President’s note re- 
flects the present Berlin view. A state paper which 
reflects a Berlin view, even a Berlin view on the 
desirability of restoring peace to the world, is to 
be denounced per se. To leave no uncertainty as 
to the actual motive for the opposition, Mr. 
Lodge, veteran member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, takes the unprecedented action of de- 
nouncing the German Ambassador to the United 
States by name. 

The campaign is too recent to make necessary a 
comparison in detail between Republican utter- 
ances now and the late laborious effort to deccy 
the German vote. The work of smoking Mr. 
Hughes out, vain before election, seems to ve hav- 
ing some success at present through the new 
frankness of his party coadjutors. As in the past, 
aiternate criticism of the administration as pro- 
ally and pro-German continues satisfying evi- 
dence of its desire for complete neutrality.

Cutting Down Bills 
for Laundry 


VERY woman complains about 
im laundry bills and the amount of 
work on wash day if the laundry 

is done at home, but seems to think 
that this is a necessary evil, like as- 
sessments or something else over which 
she has no control. She never tries Lo 
remedy the condition beyond being as 
careful as possible of her own clothes 
and cautioning the children about theirs. 
Two terms are the solution—cotton 
crepe and seersucker—and, now that

it might be a good plan to look into 
this before buying. 

If the women’s underwear in use every 
day, the baby’s rompers, the little ones’ 
petticoats or bloomers, are made of this 
cheap and pretty material, wash day 
will be much easier and you can bid de- 
fiance to ironing day, for these things 
require no ironing and if well made are 
dainty and pretty. 

Cotton crepe underwear is just as ser- 
viceable to the woman who “keeps 
home” as it is to the boarder. If she 
does her own work she will find it a 
great blessing to be freed from so much 
ironing, and if a Washerwoman comes in 
or the clothes are sent out ot. the 
laundry the bills will be cut down. 


Cotton crepe nightdresses can be 
easily and quickly made in the slip-on- 
over-the-head style. A very pretty idea, 
when making a child's or a young girl’s 
nightdres of this material, is to cut 
the body of the garment from white 
crepe and then make a shaped yoke 
or sailor collar of pink or light biue 
crepe. These colored crepes launder 
well and the contrast with the white 
is attractive. 

White petticoats are the most dif- 
ficult and expensive of all undergar- 
ments to “do up’ properly. One or two 
petticoats of cotton crepe go far to- 
ward: solving this difficulty, as they 
are easy to wash and, like all garments 
of the sort, require no ironing. They can 


be trimmed with light weight torchon 
or Cluny lace, which does not need 5 
smoothing with an tron. 

If warm fater is avaliable it is best 
to wet the garment with this and thea 
rub a little naptha soap on each one 
and let it soak for about half an hour. 
or until the dirt is thoroughly loosened. 
Then rub it gently between the hand« 
and rinse thoroughly in clean water 
Wring and then pul! the trimming into 
shape and smooth the lace a little with 
the fingers, and hang up to dry. When 
the garments are quite dry they are 
ready to wear. They should never, uné@er 
any circumstances, be ironed, as th's 
process takes all the crinkle out of the 
crepe and spoils its appearance.

A PLEA FOR EMANCIPATION. 

AUDE MINER, who has. spent a 

Mi number of years working among 

the unfortunate women of New 

York City, has written a valuable book 

on the subject. Her book, “The Slavery 

of Prostitution’ is truly a “plea for 
emancipation.” 

The author begins with the work of 
the Night Court of Gotham, where the 
unfortunate women appear night after 
night and where at first very little con- 
structive work is done for them. Miss 
Miner calls our attention to the fact that 
all legislation seems to take for granted 
that the poor woman plying her horrible 
trade is the only guilty party. Laws are 
calculated to repress her. But these 
same laws allow the man to go unpun- 
ished. It is taken for granted that ‘‘the 
necessary evil” recruits its victims from 
among a class of women who are vi- 
cious, innately degraded and who enter 
this sort of life willingly and readily. 


In tracing the causes which bring 
these poor women into their lives of 
shame, the author finds economic con- 
ditions to be the most important of 
causes. Low wages of the father make 
for bad home conditions to begin with: 
it makes for bad environment, and lack 
of parental supervision. The father’s 
low Wages also compels the girl to work 
at too early an age. Her own wages 
bring. with them underfeeding, over- 
work, fatigue. These conditions make 
for a lower moral reMgtance. Then 
come cheap amusements because the 
better kind are out of reach. As a mat- 
ter of fact the economic causes are so 
closely bound up with the personal 
equation and vice versa that one cannot 
help seeing the economic as the primary 
reason which drives women into a life 
of shame. 

But even though this is true, it Is 
also true that in most cases unfortunate 
girls enter this sort of life not volun- 
tarily.. They are forced by panderers 
and agents to whom it is a commercial 
proposition. 

That these women and girle are no 
different than the rest of their sisters, 
according to the author, is demonstrated 
by the fact that when given opportuni- 
tfes they reform and become good 
women. Many of them make good wives 
and mothers. 


Miss Miner tells of her work as a pro- 
bation officer of the Night Court and 
of the work of Waverly House, where 
women and girls caught in the meshes 
of this nefarious trade were housed and 
gziven opportunities for reforming. After 
all, it is not enough to haul these poor 
unfortunates into court and fine them. 
If that is done they simply have to ply 
their trade harder to pay fines and court 
costs, If they are sent to jails and work 
houses, they come in contact with worse 
characters and learn still more vicious 
habits. They are less ready to reform 
after the sentence is served than before. 

Miss Miner points out the necessary 
remedies as being careful investigation 


for purpose of helping the woman or} 


girl; proper housing while the poor vic- 
tim may be brought back to normal 
moral ideals, and where character may 
be strengthened; opportunities for learn- 
ing how to work so as to earn enough 
tv live upon her earnings; probation sys. 
tem #0 as to give society opportunities 
for befriending the poor girl and for 
helping her. In a word the plea is to 
met society to understand: that these 
unfortunate Women and giris must he 
nursed back to normal living gradually 
and sympathetically.

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| KILDARES OF STORM, 


Kelly, and we are grateful. 
are virile, vivid, vital, these Kildares of 
Storm, and their like has not been found 
in fiction for many a month. There's 


Storm, breeder, with a breeder’s stand- 
ards and a breeder's brutality, drawn 
with fine frankness, who dies early and 
suddenly. And Kate Kildare, wife of 
Basil, who succeeds to the headship of 
the House of Storm. And Jemima, the 
efficient, and Jacqueline, the impulsive. 

That's about all of the Kildares of 
Storm and the story is mostly about the 
Kildare woman and the two Kildare 
girls, except in so far as the Kildare 
man plays an hereditary part, but one 
such woman and two such girls are 
quite enough, with this capable Kelly 
woman to handle them. 

Resides the Kildare woman and the 
Kildare girls, there are some men. The 
strangely intertwined love ‘affairs of the 
mother who stays young and the daugh- 
ters who grow up necessitate a number 
of these. There is Jacques’ Benoix, 
French doctor, gentle and amiable, not 
the sort of person syou would expect 
Kate Kildare to fall in love with, but 
propinquity and reaction against the 
candid callousness of Basi] Kildare, 
breeder, brought that thing about. Not 
the sort of man, either, who would be 
likely to hold the devotion of a woman 
like Kate Kildare through long years of 
separation, but that devotion is such a 
fine thing that the inadequacy of the 
obfect upon which it is lavished may be 
overlooked. 

Jacqueline, by the way, was named 
after Jacques, with Benoix for her mid- 
dle name. It was a foolish thing for 
Kate Kildare to do and not at all fair 
to Jacqueline, who was a Kildare of the 
Kildares, but there were times when 
Kate Kildare felt like flouting public 
opinion, and when she felt that way she 
flouted it. 

And there was Philip Benoix, son of 
Jacques, devoted to Kate, whose devo- 
tion was finally put to a rather astonish- 
ing test after Jacqueline had bestowed 
her easily-won affections upon @ s80- 
journing novelist, who was a first-class 
skunk. 

Storm is the Kildare estate in Ken- 
tucky. No, not in the Kentucky moun- 
tains. This is a Kentucky story that is 
different. The publishers take pains to 
inform you that it contains no senti- 
mentalized moonshiners with beautiful 
daughters, no revenue officers, no feud 
complications, and on the other hand no 
sedentary Colonels sipping mint juleps. 
Not a mountain story and not exactly 
a blue grass story, although there are 
mountains in it and blue grasa in it. 
Storm of the Kildares is of the plateau 
country, partaking of the character of 
the blue grass but lacking the men- 
tioned sedentary Colonels. 

Thence is brought at the story’s be- 
ginning Basil Kildare’s bride on a two 
days’ horseback wedding journey. There 
is a picture of Storm that is photograph- 
ic, as its young mistress sees it from 
her saddlie—‘The older part was of 
rough-hewn logs, whitewashed. To this 
had been added later a wing of boulders; 
later still, one of brick. Across the long 
front ran a brick-paved gallery, where a 
disused carriage had been drawn for 
shelter, and taken possession of by a 
flock of turkeys. 

wr this Storm of the Kildares Kate 
Kildare became mistress when Basil de- 
parted this life under circumstances 
which sent Jacques Benoix to prison 
and administered it with exceptional 
capability. In the story's development 
there is unfolded a gripping study of 
heredity. More of the story cannot in 
fairness here be told, since much of its 
charm, apart from its blending of the 
nord i human and the strongly dra- 
matio, is in the unexpectedness of the 
developments. 


There is an excursion into the moun- 
tains, as a seeming concession to the 
claim which mountain fiction has upon 
popular favor, but it does not improve 
Mrs. Kelly’s story. There is good 
reason for the pubiisher emphasizing 
that it is not a mountain story. Mrs. 
Kelly does not know the life of the 
mountains. The mountain people don’t 
live on the ridges, they do have flow- 
ers about their cabins, they do ask 
questions and mountain ‘‘critters’’ don’t 
lope up the trail, and there are other 
things which a day’s ride through the 
mountains would reveal to an observ- 
ant person like Mrs. Kelly. 


She does better with the language of 
the highlanders. She does not at any 
rate commit the crime of imputing the 
negroid dialect to them, although she 
does go so far as to have them “‘tote’’ 
things. 

Her attitude to the mountain types is 
unsympathetic and she goes out of her 
way to slam the material of the moun- 
tain novelist in rather an unsportsman- 
like manner. If Mrs. Kelly cared to 
make a sympathetic study of the moun- 
tain men sshe could write a mountain 
story that would make Fox and Buck 
and the rest look to thelr laurels. 

However, it is unlikely that she wil! 
have to go to the mountains for mate- 
rial soon. Not the least satisfying thing 
about “Kildares of Storm” ts the sugges- 
tion of reserve material. One can see 
numberless places were there might 
have been elaboration. There is at no 
point a straining for effect or even a 
full utilization of possibilities. There is 
a satisfying adequacy which encourages 
the expectation that ‘Kildares of 
Storm” will be followed by something 
even better, as ‘Kildares of Storm’ is 
better than its predecessor, the delight- 
ful “Toya the Unlike.’ (Century Co.)

TuO HARD ON FATHER. 
OME day the writer of ‘purposeful’ 
S books is going to learn -what the 
experienced lawyer already knows 
and that is*.that some times there 
such a thing as too much proof. Things 
can be made so black for the offender 
that the jury naturally sympathizes 
with him and seeks to excuse him. That 
is what Mr. Cosmo Hamilton has done 
in his newest book, “The Sins of the 
Children.”’ 

In this work Mr. Hamilton has drawn 
a father too absorbed in his work and 
too diffident to look after the moral and 
spiritual welfare of his two sons and 
two daughters. Each of the four gets 
into a scrape, The honest intention is to 
pillory their neglectful parent. The ac- 
tual result is to make the reader 80 
sorry for him that he almost wishes 
something dreadful really would happen 
to these youngsters for being such all- 
round dunces and for pestering the old 
man so. For they do pester him dread- 
fully in the windup, and one of them, 
the namby-pambiest of the lot, actually 
tries to kill the old gentleman because, 
forsooth, the youngster got into trouble 
from which it is hard to see how the 
most vigilant of parents could have 
saved him. 


Mr. Hamilton has been guilty of an 
astonishing ignorantio elenchi in the 
construction of his plot. He very care- 
fully creates a modern worldly env! 
ment for the four children and yet de- 
nies them fundamental knowledge which 
such an environment must inevitably 
give them. Here is a Harvard and Ox- 
ford graduate, for instance, who doesn’t 
know what every freshman in a divin- 
ity school knows. Here is a profligate, 
gambling young member of New York's 
financial fast set who is uninformed of 
matters on which any waiter who pours 
his wine would be delighted to enlight- 
en him. Here is a modern, worldly-wise 
young woman with the manners and 
vocabulary of a burlesque chorus girl 
and yet remarkably unable to take care 
of herself in a crisis. And here is a sen- 
timental young school girl, fed up on 
Shaw and Wells, who doesn't even 
dream that fire is a dangerous thing to 
play with. 

And then, when these four sophisti- 
cated innocents get into difficulties, no- 
body but father is to blame! There is 
no gainsaying that Mr. Hamilton is on 
the right track in attributing to the in- 
difference of parents many of the sad- 
dest catastrophes of the young, but he 
has been singularly unsuccessful in 
making a case in this particular in- 
stance. His conclusion may be right but 
his premises are scarcely able to with- 
stand close scrutiny. 


One cannot escape the conclusion that 
the book has been hastily written. It 
wants the refined polishing which would 
eliminate literary inelegancies. If there 
could possibly be greater gaucherie than 
this sentence, ‘‘His influence was as 
subtly bad and pernicious as a beau- 
tifully made cigarette, heavily charged 
with dope,’’ it must be this other one, 
“‘Her heart was beating so loudly that 
it seemed to her someone was whacking 
@ carpet somewhere with a stick.’’ (Lit- 
tle, Brown ~« Co.)

“A STRONG MAN’S HOUSE.” 


TRONG man’s house or weak man’s 
S house or average man’s house, it 
is all the same. The house that 
is divided against itself cannot stand, 
even a strong man’s house. This strong 
man's house was divided against itself 
and it fell. It was the house of the 
Right Hon. Sir Alfred Horton-Birkett. 
It was a strong house because he had 
builded it upon a stanch foundation 
of sturdy non-conformist principles. 
There was an imposing superstructure of 
wealth and social position and political 
preferment and what the world rates as 
success. But the strength of the foun- 
dation was not there. 


The principles upon which the house 
had been builded were put aside and a 
specious philosophy substituted which 
might have stood the wear and tear and 
might have passed for genuine if war 
had not come. War's testing laid bare 
the strong man’s hypocrisy and his 
strong house crumbled. 


Sir Alfred made munitions. He said 
he made them so that the nations, pre- 
pared for war, would be preserved in 
peace. He persuaded himself into be- 
lieving that he believed that. Then war 
came and. his doctrine of peace-preser- 
vation through preparedness was shat- 
tered, but the need for munitions was 
greater than ever and the great firm of 
which he was the head continued to 
make them and made more of them than 
ever before and the wealth of Sir Alfred 
increased by bounds. Unfortunately, in 
the light of developments, the muni- 
tions firrn had branches in Germany 
and in other central territory and these 
increased their output of munitions for 
Hngland's enemies, and it came to pass 
that about as many of Sir Alfred’s shells 
were used against England as were 
used in her defense. 


Sir Alfred had sons who went to the 
front and were blown to pieces or wers 
crippled, quite likely by Sir Alfred's 
Shells. His children, hating war, har- 
ried him for his part in it and besought 
him to give up his munitions interests 
and at last, when his house had fallen 
asunder from dissension, he agreed and 
gave it all up and was about to resume 
direction again of the modest business 
in which he made his start when a Zep- 
pelin dropped a bomb, quite I{kely one 
of the Sir Alfred bombs, and Sir Alfred 
was blown to pleces. 


The story is a timely and trenchant 
protest against the hypocrisy and the 
machinations of the munitions men who 
profit by war and the preparatign for 
war, and presents a picture of war's ef- 
fects on England which {s unlike any 
other picture that has come out of the 
voluminous literature of war's effects. 
There is none of war's glorification. The 
author, Francis Neilson, regards himself 
as holding a brief for the men and wom- 
en of England who abhor the war in 
which England is playing a part. There 
is no lack of the criticism of the Gov- 
ernment which Britons love to «pro- 
nounce, If the story is rather $ver. 
loaded with discussion and argument it 
is because the author is earnest in his 
Gesire to score for peace against this 
| war and all wars. (Bobbs-Merrill.)

HE title “One Hundred Cartoons,’’ 
T by Oscar Cesare, should be called 

“One Hundred War Cartoons.’’ One 
hundred of Cesare's cartoons would 
form a more interesting collection if 
they were selected from the variety of 
subjects treated in the daily cartoon, 
but one hundred cartoons on the Eu- 
ropean war is almost like a meal with- 
out salt. 

However, the publishers should be 
given a vote of thanks for preserving 
work of this kind, which otherwise 
would be lost, because it is so typical 
of the newer type of cartoon and marks 
a period in the evolution of cartoaning. 

Only one point is attempted in each 
pioture and that point is unmistakable, 
whereas the cartoons a few years ago 
were apt to have so many points that 
they were ali lost except to one who 
could spare enough time to figure them 
out. 


The drawing is excellent and the tech- 
rique admirable for newspaper repro- 
duction. The artist has a wonderful 
feeling for decoration and his composi- 
tions show an admiration for the work 
cf Dore.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—Dave Fultz, 
president of the Baseball Players Fra- 
ternity, ridiculed the suggestion that 
a strike of the players was a possi- 
ble result of yesterday's action of the 
National Commission. 


“There is nothing to strike about, 
The only application we had in was 
one to eliminate the clause in the 
Players’ contracts which permitted 
the magnates to release players hurt 
in play, because that injury deprived 
them of their playing skill. 

“The commission answered that 
they could not make any such order, 
because the injury clause had al- 
ready been eliminated. 

“There are only two still existing 
contracts in force, which permit the 
off-hand release of any injured play- 
er. The new contracts not only for- 
bid the magnate to release an_ in- 
jured player, during the period of his 
disability, put provide that his salary 
Shall continue. 

“The decision of the Commission 

means that this shall, in the future, 
be the only recognized form of con- 
tract and we therefore really 
MORE than we ask for, though on the 
surface it appears we have been 
turned down. 
_ “Under the circumstances, therefore, 
it is obyious there is nothing for the 
players to strike about, so there will 
be no strike.”
